CHAPTER VIII. 


THE RETURN TO ALBANY 
I left my home for Albany on the vigil of Saint 

Luke’s Day, October 17, 1894. I was a postulant for a 

year, this being the custom of the Sisters of the Holy 

Child Jesus, and then a novice, or “probationer,” as 

we were called. All during this time I had been drink- 

ing in with avidity the Catholic teaching voiced in 

sermons and lectures by the Dean of the Cathedral, and 

I was especially and last- 

ingly influenced by a series 

of sermons preached by him 

on the Sermon on the Mount; 

especially one, taking as a 

text Matthew vi, 25-32: 


“Be not solicitous for your 
life, what you shall eat, nor for 
your body what you shall put 
on. ... Behold, the birds of 
the air, for they neither sow 
nor reap nor gather into barns 
and your Heavenly Father 
feedeth them. Are you not of 
more worth than they? .... 
Your Father knoweth that you 
have need of all these things.” 


One sentence stands out 
in my memory: “There have 
ever been and there shall al- 
ways be, some souls who are 
not content with anything

less than a literal fulfilment of these divine counsels.” 
From this time I began to have grave doubt as to 
my position with the Community of Sisters. They 
were dear, good women, devoted to works of charity, 
but they did not take any vow of poverty; I made sure 
of this, for I asked to see their Office of Profession. 
The form of the question of the vows was: “Do you 
promise obedience and chastity as long as you remain 
a Sister of this Community?” I also remember that 
about this time, at the evening Community Hour, as I 
sat beside one of the professed Sisters, I took her 
cincture, a black woollen 
cord, in my hand and asked 
her if the three knots in it 
signified the three vows of 
religion. She gave me a 
very equivocal answer. It 
was then that I asked to see 

their Office of Profession. 


SHE WRITES TO OMAHA 


After becoming a novice I 
read a Life of Saint Francis, 
and now my vocation was 
becoming very clearly de- 
fined. About this time I 
wrote to the Rev. Lewis 
Thomas Wattson, of whom I 
heard just before I went to 
Albany to be a postulant. 
I was told that this clergy- 
man was very “high church” 
and had stood tenaciously 
for his ritualistic practices 
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and Catholic teaching when 
Rector of St. John’s Church, 
Kingston, New York, also that 
he had built in Kingston a 
chapel, Holy Cross, (afterward 
a parish church), where he 
could, by forming a new con- 
gregation in another part of the 
city, follow out the practices 
and teachings he so desired to 
inculcate. So in 1895 I was 
moved to write to him where 
he was in Omaha, Nebraska, as 
head of the Associate Mission 
there, and I put the question 
in my first letter, “Do you 
know of any community of 
Sisters in the Episcopal Church 
vowed to corporate poverty>” 
I also told him of my admira- 
tion for the Third Order of 
Saint Francis. He replied: “If 
there be such, I am not aware 
of it, but if there were one, it 
might serve as salt to preserve the lump.” I then saw 
how true was the instinct that had impelled me to 
consult him.* 

My confessor (and I think I was probably one of 
only two Sisters who thought it necessary to go 
to Confession), was the Bishop and I told him of 
course, my doubts and of my desire to make at my 
approaching profession, the three vows of religion, 
also that I felt I must be bound by a stricter rule than 
perhaps was needed by the other dear Sisters, who 
were doubtless much better than I. The Bishop was 
kind, but thought me more or less “making a moun- 
tain out of a mole hill.” 

My distress continued, even though at the same 
time I was very, very happy in my work among the 
poor and in the Child’s Hospital conducted by the 
Sisters; I loved my Superior, a remarkable woman of 
strong character and great kindness, Mother Helen. I 
loved my Sisters also and never noticed any faults in 


FULL TEXT OF THE LETTER 

The Clergy House, 
Omaha, Nebraska. 

n May 31, 1895. 
“Dear Sister Lurana: 


I am sorry that I cannot give a satisfactory answer to 
your question. I am not sufficiently acquainted with the 
rule of the several Sisterhoods in the Church to tell you 


whether any of them practice strict corporate poverty. If 
there be such I am not aware of it. Yet I have no doubt 
that a goodly percentage of them have no endowment and 
live practically by faith. 

Father Sargent, Superior of the Holy Cross Order, told 
me some time ago that at Westminster they were dependent 


upon God for their daily bread. Yet I have no reason to 
suppose that the Holy Cross Fathers would not accept an 
endowment if it was offered them. 

Worldliness is indeed the most serious hindrance now 


standing in the way of the Church’s onward and upward 
progress in America, and a religious order either of men 
or women that would take Our Lord’s precepts literally as 
did St. Francis and refuse to possess any property at all 
might serve as salt to preserve the lump.

them. Finally, however, I told 
the Mother of my desires and 
of my consciousness of great 
spiritual need, not only of be- 
ing bound perpetually by the 
three vows of religion, but of 
having a regular novitiate, re- 
treats, etc., and I asked her if I 
might have an interview (my 
first) for consultation with 
Dean Robbins. She consented, 
although he was not a persona 
grata with the Community. 

First of all, his churchman- 
ship was so far in advance of 
theirs, also the Sisters knew 
that he disapproved of their 
very incomplete type of the 
Religious Life, especially their 
not taking perpetually the three 
vows. Obtaining an interview 
with Doctor Robbins, I made 
known my difficulties. The 
Dean’s answer was, “I have 
often told the Bishop that matters should be far 
different, but I advise you to remain, and try to raise 
the spirit and practice of the Community to a Catholic 
level.” I said, “But what shall I do about my profes- 
sion, which is now so near?” He answered, “When 
the ceremony takes place and the Bishop receives 
your promises, make privately to God the three vows 
of religion for life, and I will pray for you.” So for 
the time being I was satisfied. Dean Robbins was in 
the Sanctuary when my profession was made—some- 
thing unheard of for him to be there—as he so dis- 
approved of the status as it was. 

It was on September 25, 1896, that I made my 
“profession” in the way I had been advised, having 
previously told the Bishop that I should do so, to 
which he made no objection. Almost immediately, 
however, I knew that I had made a mistake. So 
the conflict went on between my love for the 
Cathedral, the Sisters and my work; and the con- 
viction that it was wrong for me to continue there. 
It then came to me that the only thing to do was to 
obtain the Bishop’s permission to consult some wise 
and learned clergyman away from Albany, one who 
would not be concerned in any way by either my go- 
ing or my staying. The Bishop consented to this and 
said: “You may go and see my friend Dr. Houghton, 
rector of the Church of the Transfiguration in New 
York.”

I then told Our Lord that I would leave it in Doctor 
Houghton’s hands and would abide by his decision, 
whatever it might be, and I prayed earnestly that the 
Holy Spirit might speak to me through his lips. Ob- 
taining an appointment to see him, I went to New 
York and in my interview I told him all the circum- 
stances and my desire to do only God’s Will. I then 


made my Confession and added, “I have told Our Lord

The Consistory for the elevation of twenty new 
members to the College of Cardinals at Vatican City 
held on December 16th was one of the most notable 
in the history of the Church for it is very rare indeed 
that so many are called to the rank of the Cardinalate 
at one time. 


Pope Pius XI has held fourteen Consistories. In 
the first, December 11, 1922, he created eight Card- 
inals, all now dead. He then held two a year until 
1925, never creating more than two Cardinals at a 
time (among them were Cardinals Mundelein and 
Hayes on March 24, 1924,) except on December 14, 
1925, when he created four. Two Consistories again 
with two Cardinals each were held in 1926. Two were 
held in 1927, with two Cardinals at the first and four

at the second. There was no Consistory in 1928, but 
two were held in 1929, the first with only one Card- 
inal and the other with six. There was one Con- 
sistory in 1930, with five Cardinals; one in 1931 and 
1932, and one in 1933 with six Cardinals, among whom 
were the Apostolic Delegate to the United States, 
Cardinal Fumasoni-Biondi and the Archbishop of 
Quebec, Cardinal Villeneuve, and two Cardinals 
created and reserved in pectore. 

This creation of Cardinals comes at a time when 
the Sacred College was reduced to forty-nine Card- 
inals, of whom twenty-three were Italian and twenty- 
six foreigners. With the new members the Sacred 
College now has sixty-nine Cardinals, just one less 
than the full number, with thirty-seven Italian Card- 
inals and thirty-two of other nations. 

The new Cardinal’s hats are thus distributed: four 
to the papal diplomatic corps in the persons of the 
Nuncios of Spain, Austria, Poland and France; six to 
the Roman Congregations and Court, namely the Sec-

retaries of the Congregations of Propaganda, of Sacra- 
ments, of Religious, the Assessor of the Holy Office, 
the Secretary of the Tribunal of the Segnatura and the 
Dean of the Tribunal of the Rota; three to high Vati- 
can dignities, namely the Maestro di Camera, the 
Secret Almoner and the Secretary of the Administra- 
tion of the Holy See; five to the episcopate, namely 
the Syrian Patriarch of Antioch and the Archbishops 
of Prague, Rheims, Buenos Aires and Toledo; finally 
the Rector of the Catholic Institute of Paris, who will 
represent university teaching, and Father Boetto, who 
will represent the Society of Jesus. 


Cardinal Tappouni, the Patriarch of Antioch, is the 
first member of an Eastern rite to be made a Cardinal 
in 45 years, the last being the Armenian Cardinal

Hassoun. And not since 1445 has a Patriarch of An- 
tioch been elevated to the Sacred College. 

Of the others, Cardinal Salotti and Cardinal Canali 
are perhaps best known because of their public rela- 
tions arising from the duties incident to the offices 
they hold. 

Monsignor Carlo Salotti was born at Grotte di Cas- 
tro, Lazio, on July 25, 1870. He took the Doctorate in 
Letters at the Royal University of Rome and in canon 
and civil law in the Athenaeum of the Pontifical Ro- 
man seminary. He developed the greatest part of his 
activity in the Congregation of Rites, being the first 
Advocate of the Causes of the Saints, Under-Promoter 
of the Faith from 1915, and Promoter of the Faith 
from 1925 to 1930. In that year, he was appointed 
Archbishop of Philippopolis and secretary of the Con- 
gregation of Propaganda Fide. He is a preacher and 
author of great fame.

that I will abide by your decision.” He was silent for 
so long that I began to fear that he had gone into one 
of those long contemplations, which I had been told 
were frequent with him—for he was said to be a man 
of prayer. (She was afraid she would miss her train 
as it was getting very close to train time.) Very shyly 
and hesitatingly I broke the silence, saying: “Will you 
tell me your answer? I have to be back in Albany 
before evening, and I must’ take a definite word to my 
Confessor, the Bishop.” He replied, “Tell the Bishop 
of Albany that you should be. in a stricter community.” 
This was the more surprising as Dr. Houghton was a 
very close friend of the Bishop and knew how badly 
the Bishop wanted and needed Sisters. 

The next day I informed the Bishop and my Mother 
Superior; they were grieved and far from pleased with 
me, but they were kind and I was asked to remain 
until the Sunday School closed in June, as I was in 
charge of and superintending the work of a number of 
lay teachers in the different departments. It was now 
after Easter. I next informed the Dean of the Cathedral, 
under whom I was working as the Cathedral Parish 
Sister. On Whitsun Monday (June 7, 1897) I left 
Albany, going immediately to New York.

respondence or you are en- 
deavoring to translate into 
the suggestions of the 
Knights of Columbus some- 
thing which was not con- 
tained therein and which you 
were specifically advised 
that the Knights of Colum- 
bus are not asking for and 
do not want.” The letter 
was signed by Mr. Carmody, 
Supreme Knight, and Wil- 
liam J. McGinley, Supreme 
Secretary. 

Citing letters addressed to 
the President as proof they 
had not asked for “interven- 
tion,” the letter continued: 


“During the conference 
that our committee had with 
you on July 8 you asked if 
it is our desire that this gov- 
ernment shall intervene in 
the affairs of the Mexican 
Government. At that time it 
was expressly stated that we 
do not desire intervention, 
and in that connection our 
committee pointed to the 
many instances in which this 
government has effectively 
remonstrated on behalf of 
the persecuted people of 
other countries, particularly 
mentioning the case of Ire- 
land.” 

The letter cited instances 
in 1883, 1870, 1876, 1893 
and 1903 when it declared 
the American Government 
made protestations to foreign 
governments against the per- 
secution of religious minori- 
ties. “The wrongs com- 
plained of in our previous 
communications” read the

“When in 1893 this gov- 
ernment made _representa- 
tions to the Turkish -Govern- 
ment on behalf of Christian 
missionaries, was that inter- 
vention P” 

“The Borah resolution, 
which protests the anti- 
religious campaign and prac- 
tices of the present rulers of 
Mexico, calls upon the Mex- 
ican Government in the 
name of humanity to cease 
denying fundamental and in- 
alienable rights to those of 
our nationals who may be 
resident in Mexico, and pro- 
vides for an investigation 
for the purpose of determin- 
ing the policy to be pursued 





by the United States with reference to this vital prob-

“We repeat: The responsibility for failure of this 
government to remonstrate against these persecutions 
by the Mexican Government in the name of humanity 
and in the name of religion is your responsibility. The 


Rev. George A. McDonald, S.J., 
of St. Louis, Mo., associate editor 
of The Queen’s Work, who went 
to Mexico as a layman, so that he 
could investigate at first hand the 
religious persecution that is being 
carried on relentlessly by the Car- 
denas government, gave an audience 
of students from Creighton univer- 
sity and the various Catholic col- 
leges and high schools of Omaha, 
an interesting account of his find- 
ings recently. 


Father McDonald said that the 
casual tourist in Mexico may be 
easily fooled into believing that 
there is no religious persecution, 
because he sees the few churches, 
which the government permits to 
remain open, crowded with wor- 
shippers. In Mexico City, twenty- 
five churches must serve a Catholic 
population of 1,400,000 or 40,000 
persons to each church. To further 
complicate matters, the government 
permits but one priest to say Mass 
by license, and if others are ap- 
prehended officiating at a religious 
service in a church or private home, 
they are arrested and fined, or 
thrown into jail and in many 
instances suffer capital punishment. 


In the field of education, the 
government has endeavored to force 
parents to send their children to 
socialistic schools, where socialism 
and sex education prevail. Further- 
more, these schools try to inculcate 
hatred of God in the children. Com- 
munism is rampant and the forces 
of godlessness, backed by the gov- 
ernment, have been given every op- 
portunity to war upon religion, 
which is dear to the hearts of the 
people. 


“In every part of Mexico, splen-

AS IT IS IN MEXICO 


Thirty-one thousand women 
and girls are enrolled in a 
program of catechetical work 
in Mexico, much of it carried 
on clandestinely, we are told 
by a native of Mexico visiting 
in this country. The secrecy 
that must surround Catholic 
activity, especially in the four- 
teen Mexican States that 
banned all priests, is unbe- 
lievable. These people are 
privileged to Communicate 
themselves and some trusted 
lay person in almost every 
village and town who knows 
the hiding place of a priest 
brings consecrated Hosts to 
private homes where a hole in 
the wall, a desk, sometimes a 
table drawer serves as a Tab- 
ernacle.

THE OCTAVE OBSERVANCE IN 
THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 


Time and again conferences 
for the promotion of Christian 
Unity have been held by vari- 
ous Protestant bodies, the 
results of which, thus far, have 
been apparent only in an 
indirect way, such as_ the 
present strong movement led by 
nearly one thousand clergymen 
in the Anglican Church in 
England advocating a return to 
the spiritual jurisdiction of the 
Holy See. As late as last 
October, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Most Reverend 
Cosmo Gordon Lang, an- 
nounced at a diocesan confer- 
ence that he had approached 
Pope Pius XI on the subject 
and Most Rev. William Temple, 
Archbishop of York, speaking 
before a large gathering in the

Episcopal Cathedral of St. John the Divine in New 
York City on December 15th last, expressed the hope 
that the gathering “would do something to help the 
cause of Church Unity.” 

“The necessity for the Unity of the Church springs 
from the Unity of God Himself,” Dr. Temple said. 
“This can not be realized until we are all united in our 
faith. We cannot present to the world the one 
family of God as long as we are divided among our- 
selves. Since God is one, His 
Church must fulfill the mission 
St. Paul had for it. A divided 
church cannot fulfill its mission. 
We cannot be successful unless 
our difficulties are overcome.” 

Doctor Temple advised as a 
first step that the Churches put 
into practice all that they had 
agreed upon in unity confer- 
ences. 


OBSERVANCE AMONG AMERICAN 
EPISCOPALIANS 


A very representative group 
of laymen and clergy of the 
Anglican Church in the United 
States recently organized what 
is to be known as the Church 
Unity Octave Council in Amer- 
ica. From its office at 90 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City there 
has gone forth to the Episco- 
palian Clergy a plea for the 
devout observance of the 
Church Unity Octave pointing 
out that the Episcopal Bishops 
at their conference in Lambeth 
in 1920 issued this statement: 

_ “We believe that the Holy 
Spirit has called us in a very 
solemn and special manner to 
associate ourselves in penitence 
and prayer with all those who 
deplore the division of Chris- 
tian people, and are inspired

by the vision and hope of a visible Unity of the whole 
Church” and “There can be no fulfillment of the Divine 
Purpose in the scheme of Reunion which does not 
ultimately include the great Latin Church of the West.” 


A WEIGHTY STATEMENT 


A folder which accompanied the letter of the Church 
Unity Council to the Clergy, besides the prayers of 
the Octave, contains the following very significant 
statements. 

“It is only by the Reunion of all Christians into the 
One Visible Kingdom of Christ, symbolized by the 
Chair of Saint Peter, the Central See of Christendom 
at Rome, that the power of the Church can be directed, 
without the present waste and rivalry, to the con- 
version of the whole world. 

“In none of the official formularies of the Anglican 
Communion are we committed to a position of eccles- 
iastical isolation. The only reference to the Roman 
See appears in a document which is not canonically 
or dogmatically binding upon us. In one of the 
“Articles” it is stated that “The Church of Rome hath 
erred”. It is to the point to note that even this state- 
ment is qualified by the preceding phrase, but it would 
require too much space to expound this Article and get 
at its true meaning. It must suffice here to point out 
that not only prayer but actual negotiations have been 
made, and are being made, looking toward Reunion 
with the Church of Jerusalem, Alexandria and Antioch, 
without a protesting voice being heard. If we may 
look forward to Reunion with these ancient Patriarchal 
Sees (with which we severed communion more than 
nine hundred years ago) why not with the Patriarchal 
and Apostolic See of Rome? 

“Never has it been of greater importance that all 
Christians everywhere should be united, for Christian 
civilization is threatened as never before. Our Lord 
rebuked the Pharisees and Sadducees because they did 
not “discern the signs of the times”. We must not 
earn the same rebuke. We see, in Red Russia, an at- 
tempted overthrow of all religion, with the government 
frankly avowing its intentions. We see Mexico fol- 
lowing the Russian example, as fast and as far as it 
can. In Spain the situation is at least disquieting and 
in Germany the Christian position is precarious. There 
is a design, open in some countries, secret in others, 
to break down all belief in God and the Church, and 
to destroy the whole Christian civilization and moral 
code. For this, in every land, youth is being trained 
in thousands. How can a divided Christendom hope 
to meet this frightful menace with success, when our 
Divine Lord Himself has warned us of the danger of 
a house divided against itself? It is manifestly of 
the most vital importance that all who love our Holy 
Religion should be united for its defense. 

“Protestantism, once the religion of by far the 
greater part of the American people, is bankrupt 
ethically, culturally, morally and religiously. Its driv- 
ing force, negative at best, has exhausted itself, and 
it has ceased to attract or to inspire. The forces of 


the day have proved too strong for Protestantism and 
it is disintegrating rapidly. The utter futility of the 
Protestant position is more and more apparent and it 
is probable that the fiasco of prohibition, for twenty 
years the mainstay of American Protestantism, has 
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delivered the coup de grace. Protestant churches are 
attended by fewer people each year and by those who 
are middle-aged or old, rather than by the members 
of the rising generation. Recently the Foreign Sec- 
retary of the Federal Council of Churches said: ‘Only 
a united front by the churches will prevent Christianity 
from being supplanted by nationalism.’ ” 
PASTORAL LETTER OF BISHOP TIMOTHY CORBETT 

Apropos to this great longing for Unity by our 
separated brethren, the Bishop of Crookston, Min- 
nesota, Most Reverend Timothy Corbett, in a recent 
pastoral letter points out that “outside the Church of 
Rome, no recognized authority is found strong enough 
either to maintain or enforce unity in doctrinal and 
legislative power. No unity of government and one- 
ness of teaching can exist without a reliable authority. 
Protestantism, flattering human pride and yielding to 
human inclinations, rejects the Christ-given authority 
of the Church, which always defined the tenets of 
Christian faith from the beginning. Without her 
authoritative interpretation, there exists no true guide 
to faith. Broken away from this Center of Unity, vari- 
ous and numerous sects, the creation not of God but 
of fallible man, abound, all claiming to be the true 
Church of Christ, all disunited, all contradicting one 
another, all disagreeing on the most essential points 
of doctrine.” 

Citing the need for a Center of Unity, the Bishop 
shows how this need is met in the Papacy. “St. Peter 
received from the Divine Founder of the Church not 
merely pre-eminence of power and authority over the 
other Apostles,” writes Bishop Corbett. “To primacy, 
supremacy adds authority, jurisdiction and power. The 
primacy of St. Peter constitutes not simply an honor- 
ary position, but verily the office of him whose privi- 
lege it is to guide, govern, and instruct the Church. 
Christ, Our Saviour, bestowed on St. Peter, His visible 
and chief minister, supreme power by the symbol of 
the keys. 

“An evident impossibility would it be to sustain the 
government of the Church and preserve Unity among 
its ever multiplying membership, should no Chief 
Authority exist to enforce laws, suppress errors, re- 
move abuses, and quell dissensions. A visible body, 
as is the Church of God, must be presided over by a 
visible head. Every organization must possess a super- 
ior authority, the foundation of law and order....A 
supreme head of the Church, therefore, is absolutely 
necessary and this the Papacy grandly represents.” 

It is one of the most hopeful and encouraging signs 
of our day that our separated brethren in greater num- 
bers throughout the civilized world join in a spiritual 
fellowship of prayer with the Catholic faithful by the 
observance of the Church Unity Octave from January 
18th to January 25th pleading that through the grace 
of God the differences between Christians will be com- 
posed and all will be brought to a knowledge of Divine 
Truth and become united in the true Church of Jesus 
Christ. Let us then, Catholic and non-Catholic alike, 
unite as never before in observing this month the 
Octave of Prayer for Unity that all who believe in 
Christ may be One for “he that is not with Me is 
against Me.” The Church Unity Octave was approved 
and blessed by the late Pope Pius X in 1909, and His 
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Holiness, Pope Benedict XV, by a Papal Brief dated 
February 25, 1916, extended its observance to the 
Universal Church enriching it with Indulgences. It 
has also the warm commendation and blessing of our 
present Holy Father now gloriously reigning who 
graciously offers the Holy Sacrifice on the Feast of the 
Chair of St. Peter, the first day of the Octave, for 
its intentions. 

We append herewith the Prayers and Daily Inten- 
tions of the Octave: 

Antiphon. That they all may be One, as Thou, 
Father, in Me and I in Thee that they also may be 
one in Us; that the world may believe that Thou hast 
sent Me.—St. John xvii:21. 

V. I say unto thee, thou art Peter; 

R. And upon this Rock I will build My Church.

The little town of Hulst in Dutch Flanders recently 
was the scene of rejoicing in the full restoration of its 
ancient church to the glory of Catholic worship. 

Few churches have a history such as this, and much 
of the most stirring of this history is in the struggles 
for its preservation and restoration during the past 
few years. 

For a long time it was regarded merely as a 
“national monument,” which, however, it must be said, 
was a great help in the subsequent efforts to bring it 
back to its original purpose. The words of the Queen 
of the Netherlands five years ago, expressing the hope 
that “this town will be able to maintain its ancient 
renown and by the driving power and diligence of her 
people go forward to a happy future,” gave a further 
impetus to the efforts for rebuilding. 

A memorial stone has been 
erected which gives in as brief 
a form as possible the changes 
which the church has under- 
gone. The inscription reads: 

In love erected, 1200-1534. 

In sorrow deserted, 4 Nov. 
1645—6 April, 1807. Divided 
as a simultaneous church 
1807-1931. With joy repur- 
chased 25 October, 1929. In 
thankfulness consecrated 31 
May, 1933. In_ splendour 
restored and completed 1931- 
1935. Elevated to a basilica 
22 June, 1935. In love re- 
opened 24 October, 1935.

CATHOLIC SERVICE CITED 
AS EXAMPLE OF BEAUTY 


Protestant churches lack 
“grace of worship in their li- 
turgical services and might well 
emulate the Roman Catholic Church in its services,” 
the Rev. Dr. George A. Butterick, pastor of the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian Church told the November meet- 
ing of the Presbytery of New York at the Brick Church, 
Fifth Avenue and Thirty-seventh Street.

We are indebted to one of the Anglican promoters 
of the Church Unity Octave for the information which 
follows concerning the observance of the Octave at 
the shrine of the holy Cure d’Ars—Blessed John Mary 
Vianney—in the church and village where he minis- 
tered, and which is now the center of pilgrimage and 
devotion in his honor. “This is due” writes our friend, 
“to the ardent labors of the Abbe P. Couturier of 
Lyons, who has been the means of securing the 
solemn observance of the Octave in Lyons Cathe- 
dral and in the parishes of the archdiocese generally, 
as well as by the Russian Orthodox churches in the 
city of Lyons and elsewhere. He was visited last Feb- 
ruary by two English priests, and he was deeply inter- 
ested to learn from them of the work for Unity in 
England and America.” 

The Annales d’Ars is the organ of the pilgrimage 
movement connected with the 
cultus of the saintly Cure; it is 
published, with diocesan approval, 
each month from Ars, and cir- 
culates far beyond the limits of 


France. In the issue of October, 
1935 (35e annee, No. 5), the 
present venerable Cure (Msgr. 


Hippolyte Convert) reprints under 
the heading “Pour Il’Unite des 
Chretiens” a letter concerning the 
Octave from the Abbe Couturier, 
which speaks of the visit already 
referred to. It is dated 27 August, 
1935, and the following extracts 
will be of interest just now: 

“On February 14, two Anglican 
priests, after passing the preced- 
ing day at Lyons, went on pil- 
grimage alone to the ‘holy city.’ 
This they did on their own initia- 
tive, attracted by the holiness of 
the ‘Cure d’Ars.’ Of these, one, 
the Reverend Brookes, had been 
engaged in parish work for eight 
years among a working class 
population, and was about to 
leave the secular ministry in order, 
on his return to England, to enter 
the well known Anglican Benedic- 
tine Abbey of Nashdom. Since January 29, 1935, 
when the new Abbot was elected, this abbey 
is dedicated to prayer and work for ‘the Unity of 
Christians.’ On June 18 when the Reverend Brookes 
was clothed with the religious habit, after some months 
as a postulant, he wished to take in religion the name 
of a saint of France, St. Vincent de Paul, because of 
the great love of this Saint for the poor. In the letter 
in which he made known to me this reception of the 
habit, he said: 

“How MUCH LONGER WILL IT BE BEFORE THE PROPH- 
ECY OF St. JOHN Mary VIANNEY IS REALIZED, ‘I BE- 
LIEVE THAT THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND WILL RETURN TO 
HER ANCIENT SPLENDOR’ ?” 

“The other Anglican priest, his friend, the Reverend

very ancient mediaeval sanctuary dedicated to the 
Blessed Virgin long before the separation. The Rev- 
erend S. Harris is also a man of great learning, in the 
forefront of the unionist movement, and one who has 
written several works on the rapprochement of the 
Churches. He is connected with the ‘Society for 
Catholic Reunion’.” 

As a result of this letter of Fr. Couturier, the pres- 
ent parish priest of Ars announces in the same num- 
ber of the Annales the following admirable arrange- 
ments at this world-famous sanctuary: 

1. On the second Tuesday of each month a Mass 
will be said at the altar of the relics of the holy Cure 
d’Ars to obtain from God ‘the unity of Christians.’ 

2. In order that this Mass may have an apostolic 
character and that the faithful in general may interest 
themselves in it, the honoraria will be offered by means 
of a subscription opened in the Annales d’Ars. 

3. An Octave of prayers will be celebrated in the 
basilica of Ars, from the 18th to 
the 25th of January in each year, 
on behalf of ‘the Unity of the 
Churches’—and that in union with 
Catholics and dissidents. 

In connection with this excel- 
lent provision, His Lordship, the 
Bishop of Belley had addressed 
the following letter to the present 
Cure: 


Belley, Sept. 7, 1935. 


Dear Monsignor: 

I heartily desire that Ars may 
become a center of prayer for the 
unity of Christians. Was it not 
this unity which the holy Cure 
longed and prayed for? Did he 
not foretell it? May his love 
radiate from Ars upon our sepa- 
rated brethren and bring them 
back into the unity of the Church 
which presides over charity in the 
whole world. Ut unum sint! This 
is the prayer of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. This is the ardent wish 
of His Vicar, the Supreme Pontiff.

It will be highly consoling when the Octave is ob- 
served in January to remember that at Ars, at the 
very shrine of St. John Mary Vianney, the model of 
all priestly virtues, prayers for the same great end 
are being offered up, and the intercession of the holy 
Cure sought for its fruition and attainment.

The north of England has pro- 
duced some glorious saints and 
their names will forever shine bril- 
liantly in the long list of the Calen- 
dar of the Church. Of this noble 
company, few can compare in holi- 
ness and zeal with Saint Cuthbert, 
the great bishop and ascetic, whose 
life was so closely associated with 
the story of the early Church in 
Northumberland. 

Even his origin is obscured by 
the mists of time. Some writers 
hold that he was the son of an 
Irish king named Muriadach. This 
story, which for the most part 
seems improbable, has had the 
support of such scholars as Car- 
dinal Moran and Archbishop Healy. 
The Venerable Bede, that saintly 
chronicler of Jarrow, indicates that 
Cuthbert was of English birth. 
Others state that his home was at 
Tiningham, on the Scottish Tine, 
while still others believe that Cuth- 
bert first saw the light of day near 
Wooler, a little town of North- 
umberland. Of all the conflicting 
stories concerning the saint’s birth, 
this last seems the easiest to be- 
lieve. It is generally thought that 
the date of Cuthbert’s birth was 
about the year 635. 

Cuthbert probably spent his 
childhood in the neighborhood of 
Melrose, and as a boy, it is 
recorded, he used to tend the sheep 
on the moors near the famous mon- 
astery. It was at that time that 
Cuthbert firmly resolved to follow 
in the footsteps of the holy Aidan 
and it was not long before the shep- 
herd boy of the hills appeared at 
the Monastery of Melrose seeking 
admission to the Order. There, so 
the story goes, the Father Prior, 
St. Boisil, gazed at the lad for a 
moment and then cried out, “Behold 
a servant of God!” This took place, 
and here the date is a certain one, 
in the year 651. 

It is interesting to note this 
quality which Cuthbert possessed 
of impressing his fellows with his 
sincerity and devotion. There have 
been greater missioners and greater 
preachers among the saints of old 


Saint Cuthbert: the Patron of Durham 
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England than Cuthbert but there 
have been few who have drawn 
more men to Christ by the simple 
and profound consecration of his 
life than this erstwhile shepherd. 
Tradition has it that the youthful 
Cuthbert was a man of singular 
physical beauty and most graceful 
in his manner. It was the light of 
Heaven, however, which shone so 
resplendently in his face that was 
later to impress kings and bishops, 
peasants and thegns, so that they 
too joined in the words of the 
Prior of Melrose and echoed, “Be- 
hold, a servant of God!” 

At Melrose, Cuthbert received 
the tonsure from the Abbot, Saint 
Fata, and here it was that he spent 
the first years of his career as a reli- 
gious in work, in prayer, in reading 
and in discipline. It was shortly 
after his profession that Eata, the 
Abbot, called upon Cuthbert to 
join the party of monks that were 
leaving Melrose Abbey to take up 
their charge at Ripon. Eata 
named Cuthbert his hostillar on 
this venture. Alchfrith, the Deiran 
king, had given Ripon Abbey to 
Eata and when that monastery em- 
braced the Roman rite and aban- 
doned the ancient Celtic usage, 
Eata, Cuthbert and their associates 
retired from the place and once 
again took up their work at Mel- 
rose. 

Another mystery in the story of 
Cuthbert’s life creeps in at this 
point. It would appear that the 
man had served a term as a soldier. 
This perhaps occurred before Cuth- 
bert sought admission to the reli- 
gious life. The troubled state of 
the country in the years following 
the death of St. Aidan and that of 
King Oswin of Deira seems to have 
been such as would call for military 
service for most of the able-bodied 
young men. Northumbria was in 
constant danger in those days of 
invasion and its powerful southern 
neighbor, Mercia, was a perpetual 
menace. The war-like king of that 
country, Penda, was ever seeking a 
cause to invade Cuthbert’s land. 
Peace came only to the country as 





a result of a great battle which was 
fought between the Mercians and 
the men of Northumbria at Win- 
widfield. It is possibly after this 
great fracas that Cuthbert found 
himself free to pursue the cloistered 
life he so desired to lead. 

Not long after Eata and his 
Celtic monks had been back at 
Melrose a terrible pestilence broke 
out at the Abbey. Cuthbert fell 
victim to the disease but, fortu- 
nately, recovered. Boisil, the Father 
Prior, sickened and died. It was 
then that Cuthbert was called to the 
office of Prior. Eata, at this time, 
had gone to Lindisfarne where he 
had come to the Roman view. Cuth- 
bert was now spending his time 
visiting the upland villages preach- 
ing, teaching and bringing men to 
the confession of Christ. He, too, 
had been reconsidering his position 
and at length he also decided for 
the Roman loyalty. Eata, upon 
hearing of this decision, sent for 
Cuthbert and gave him the prior- 
ship of Lindisfarne with the task 
of introducing the Roman rite in 
that ancient centre of Christianity. 
The task was anything but an easy 
one for the Celtic party was strong 
and the monks were none too 
pleased to welcome a prior that was 
to give them a new rite. It was 
patience that in the end won 
them to him and the Roman obedi- 
ence. They could not hate a prior 
who listened to them, and who gave 
himself no airs. Surely, they too 
recognized this man, who wore a 
robe of undyed wool like that of the 
lowliest of the brethren, as “a 
servant of God.” Meanwhile the 
vigorous St. Wilfrid had won his 
victory for the Roman rite at the 
famous Synod held at St. Hilda’s 
Abbey at Whitby. In introducing 
the Roman usage to the north coun- 
try Wilfrid was assisted ably by 
Cuthbert whose tact and sincerity 
did much to overcome the prej- 
udices of the Celtic monks. 

While at Lindisfarne Cuthbert 
spent much of his time evangelizing 
the people. His devotion to the 
Holy Mass was great and it is said 
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that he could never celebrate Mass 
without shedding tears. Despite his 
great work the saint felt that he 
could not attain the stature of per- 
fection while he was in the post of 
Prior of Lindisfarne. He sought 
his Abbot’s leave and retired to a 
spot which Archbishop Eyre iden- 
tifies with St. Cuthbert’s Isle, near 
Lindisfarne, but which other writers 
think was an island near Mowburn, 
where to this day St. Cuthbert’s 
Cave is still shown. Later the 
saint removed to Farne Island, off 
Bamborough in Northumberland, 
where he gave himself up to the 
contemplative life and to practices 
of great austerity. It was in 676, 
after twelve years spent at Lindis- 
farne, that Cuthbert made his deci- 
sion for the solitary life. On Farne 
Island, which was nothing more 
than a few acres of coarse sea 
grass, swept by the winds of the 
stormy North Sea, he built his tiny 
house of stones and turf. His fel- 
low monks from Lindisfarne helped 
him in this task and, to shelter the 
many visitors who would come to 
seek the holy man, they erected a 
larger house at the landing place. 
This done, they left Cuthbert to his 
prayers and vigils. It was not long 
ere men in their sorrow and in their 
perplexities came to seek solace 
from the solitary on Farne Island. 
Cuthbert was a veritable source of 
light and power on his island 
retreat. And men, who had visited 
the saint, went on their way reas- 
sured and restored. 

In 684 the great See of Hexham 
fell vacant and throughout all 
Northumbria the cry went up for 
Cuthbert. A synod of bishops was 
held at Twyford in Northumberland 
and Theodore of Canterbury 
presided. Cuthbert was unani- 
mously elected to the vacant see. 
But the hermit of Farne Island 
refused. His true task, he believed, 
was to be found on the lonely isle. 
Messengers and letters to him were 
of no avail. And then a strange 
thing took place. A great company, 
including the king and some of the 
great bishops, appeared on Farne 
Island and beseeched the solitary 
Cuthbert to accept the mitre. Cuth- 
bert agreed when it was arranged 
that Eata be translated from Lindis- 
farne to Hexham. Thus it was that 
Cuthbert came to occupy the see 
once held by the holy Aidan. 

Theodore, Archbishop of Canter- 





bury, assisted by six bishops, con- 
secrated Cuthbert in a great service 
held in York Minster on Easter 
Day, 685. For two years he 
administered the diocese of Lindis- 
farne and demonstrated his charity 
and good works. All the while, 
despite his physical infirmities, he 
lived the life of monastic simplic- 
ity. When he felt that his end was 
drawing near he resigned his see 
and returned to his hut on Farne 
Island. 


The Abbot of Lindisfarne ac- 
companied his bishop to Farne 
Island to discover Cuthbert’s plans 
for his burial. Cuthbert soon dis- 
missed the Abbot and awaited 
death alone. Some days later the 
Abbot, accompanied by some 
monks, rowed out to the island. 
They found their bishop in sore 
straits. They washed his ulcerated 
foot and remained to tend the sick 
man. On a night in March Cuth- 
bert sent for the Abbot and re- 
ceived the Sacrament of Holy Unc- 
tion. The next day the good saint 
was found dead in his tiny cell on 
that desolate isle. 


With tears the monks bore the 
body of their bishop to Lindisfarne 
and his tomb immediately became 
celebrated for remarkable miracles. 
In 698 the first translation of the 
body took place. Despite the pas- 
sage of twenty years the body was 
found uncorrupted, and Cuthbert’s 
vestments, undecayed, with it. His 
chasuble became a relic by means 
of which the sick were healed. 
During the Danish invasion of 875 
Bishop Earduff and the monks of 
Lindisfarne fled for safety, bearing 
with them the body of the saint. 
The saint had been no great travel- 
ler in life but now his remains were 
to be carried about for seven years. 
First the monks went to Cumber- 
landshire and then into Galloway 
and finally they came back to 
Northumbria. In 883 the body was 
placed in a church at Chester-le- 
street, near Durham, given to the 
monks by the converted Danish 
king, who had a great devotion to 
Cuthbert. A century later, at the 
fear of another invasion, the shrine 
was removed to Durham. It was 
planned to return the body from its 
temporary resting place at Ripon to 
Chester-le-street, but at Durham a 
miracle indicated that this was to 
be the resting place of the Saint’s 


body. At first a chapel was made 
of boughs. Then a stone church 
was erected on the site of the 
present Durham Cathedral. This 
building was completed in the year 
999. In 1069 William the Con- 
queror was ravaging the north and 
once again Cuthbert’s body was re- 
moved. This time the body was 
brought back to Lindisfarne. Soon, 
however, the body was restored to 
Durham Cathedral and at this time 
the body was again found to be 
uncorrupt. With it was found the 
head of Saint Oswald, which had 
been placed with Cuthbert’s re- 
mains for safety, a fact which ex- 
plains Cuthbert’s emblem in sacred 
art where he is represented bearing 
a head in his hand. Those who 
pass through the city of Durham 
today are impressed with the great 
pile of the lofty Norman Gothic 
Cathedral. It is this grand monu- 
ment that stands over the last rest- 
ing place of the holy Cuthbert, and 
this magnificent edifice is a silent 
witness to the strength and the 
power that once lived in the beau- 
tiful soul of the man who beautified 
an age of storm and stress. 


At the time of the so-called 
Reformation in 1542 the tomb was 
plundered but the monks had antic- 
ipated the act and had hidden the 
saint’s body. In Scott’s “Marmion” 
there is a reference to a well-known 
tradition to the effect that the hid- 
ing place is known to certain Bene- 
dictines who hand it down from 
generation to generation. In 1827 
the Anglican clergy of the Cath- 
edral discovered a tomb that they 
thought to be that of their patron. 


In Great Britain and in Ireland 
the feast of St. Cuthbert is kept on 
the 20th of March. The diocese of 
Hexham and Newcastle look to 
the holy solitary of Farne Island as 
their Patron, and his commemora- 
tion is inserted in the Suffrages of 
the Saints. There are many 
churches dedicated to Cuthbert 
and there are many crosses 
throughout the country still stand- 
ing that were erected to his honor. 
The centre of modern devotion to 
the Saint of Lindisfarne is Saint 
Cuthbert’s College, Ushaw, Dur- 
ham, where his episcopal ring is 
preserved. Most of the Roman 
Catholic clergy of the north of 
England have received their train- 
ing at this seminary.

An exhibition of the handiwork of the Sis- 
ters is held at the Gift Shop at Graymoor. Beautiful 
vestments from the Mother House; surplices, stoles 
and burses from California; handsome pictures from 
Texas; linens from Washington and Lake Placid; tap- 
estries from Ireland and Assisi; Crucifixes and statues 
from Philadelphia; handiwork from the Japanese Mis- 
sion in Vancouver and Steveston, British Columbia, are 
but a few of the beautiful things which are sent from 
all of the missions to the Mother. Most of them are 
placed on sale at the Sisters’ Gift Shop and the pro- 
ceeds are used to pay the bills of the Mother House. 
Anyone who wishes to procure a really fine religious 
article for his own home or anyone who wishes to make 
a worthwhile gift to a friend or to his parish church 
will do well to consult the Sisters. The gifts are beau- 
tiful and the prices are very reasonable.

GIVING THE TENTH TO GOD 


In these days when human hearts are almost over- 
whelmed by the trials incident to the economic up- 
heaval, many a prayer ascends to heaven from the 
lips of those who in days of prosperity and affluence 
went their way with little recognition of, or thought 
of gratitude towards Divine Providence for the gifts 
and blessings that came within their reach. The world- 
wide depression of the last few years, which, happily, 
now seems to be abating, will have borne some good 
fruits in the bringing of men back to a realization of 
their duty to God and to their fellowmen. 

Of the hundreds of petitions coming to us of late 
for remembrance in the perpetual Novena at Saint 
Anthony’s Shrine, it is noticeable that a large percent- 
age come from those who were beguiled by the al- 
lurements of prosperity and either refused to recognize 
or were forgetful of the ethics of Christian love and 
charity until the economic depression served to remind 
them of their obligations, and they hastened to atone. 
We gladly welcome not only these petitioners but those 
from others who, in prosperity or adversity, rely on the 
Divine favor of Almighty God in all their spiritual 
and temporal needs and find in Him, a Friend indeed. 

Not a few of those seeking the intercession of Saint 
Anthony have made a vow substantially the same as 
that made by Jacob of old when he said: 


“If God shall be with me, and shall keep me in the way 
by which I walk, and shall give me bread to eat, and raiment 
to put on, and I shall return prosperously to my father’s 
house: the Lord shall be my God: and of all things that 
Thou shalt give me, I will give tithes (a tenth) to Thee.” 
~(Genesis 28, 18-22) 


Later God enjoined through the Mosaic Law that 
the Israelites should pay tithes and first fruits in rec- 
ognition of His divine Sovereignty over all they had. 


“All the tithes of the land, whether of corn or of the fruits 
of trees, are the Lords, and are sanctified to Him. Of all 
the tithes of oxen, and sheep and goats that pass under the 
shepherd’s rod, every tenth that cometh shall be sanctified 
to the Lord. These are the precepts which the Lord com- 
manded Moses for the children of Israel in Mt. Sinai.”— 
(See Leviticus 27, 30-34). 


Moreover God promised that if the people faith- 
fully paid their tithes he would bless and prosper 





them accordingly. The Divine promise is contained 
in the Book of Proverbs (III: 9-19) : 


“Honor the Lord with thy substance and give Him of the 
first of all thy fruits: and thy barns shall be filled with 


abundance, and thy presses shall run over with wine.” 


Some years ago we proposed to the readers of THE 
Lamp the formation of a Tithe Club but it did not 
greatly prosper until finally we invited Saint Anthony 
of Padua to become the President of the Club which 
would henceforth bear his name.

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FROM OUR MAIL BAG 
To Mothers and Daughters who read THE Lamp: 

New Year Greetings and best wishes. Through the 
courtesy of the Editor I address you. 

There is not a shadow of a doubt that great bless- 
ings will follow any movement to stop the disfiguring 
of women’s faces through paint, rouge and lipstick. 
The silly fad grew so fast that even serious-minded 
people had no time to think of the consequences. The 
craze has gone too far as it is, but thanks to the plea 
of Father Paul James Francis to the Rosary League a 
few months ago, THE Lamp may become a leader in a 
crusade second only to that for the salvation of souls. 
Pagan womanhood simply stole itself upon us in the 
past ten years, but in that decade a lifetime of damage 
has been done. Each foolish little whim was added 
to another in the face for feminine beauty until now 
it is hideous disfigurement. Only in rare cases, clever 
women have decorated their faces in such a manner 
as to deceive men, but the painter’s art is lost on the 
majority of those seeking temporary beauty. As the 
fad has reached the stage of ridicule, and no woman 
is fooling the other by their makeup, the subject is 
ever present and any investigation will show that the 
world is tired of it all. Most men in private denounce 
the fad, and all are looking for a leader. Probably 
THE Lamp will throw its light on the road back to 
sanity. Let us start with our own Readers, members 
of the Rosary League or any other friends of the 
Atonement. We don’t have to be prudes, it is not a 
sin to paint or powder. We can still be tolerant with 
the business girl who tries to keep her job by appear- 
ing youthful. But in the Name of God, why should we 
stand for the artificial glistening of eyeballs, plucking 
out of eyebrows, lengthening of eye lashes, putting the 
stamp of Moscow on red lips, and painting finger nails 
in all colors of the rainbow. If this were confined to 
stage beauties or movie people, it might be all right 
because it is necessary to emphasize the features to 
attract an audience, but clever propaganda by sales 
agents created a desire to imitate and the fad took a 
hold on young girls, soon following to their elders, 
and now old women who ought to be thinking of the 
hereafter, are looking into the present by way of mir- 
rors and red paint. From a Catholic standpoint, it is 
indeed a pity that the craze crept into high school 
and college and church circles, and for that very reason 
it is suggested that the reform should start from this 
same source. From the little beginning of THE Lamp 
of August last when Father Paul talked to the Rosary 
League until last month’s edition went deeper into the 
subject, the idea for such a movement was in the 
making. Out of the Army of Lamp Readers, surely 
will spring a leader who can take hold and fight for 
such a good cause. And not one leader, but many, as 
the field is a large one and the harvest great, as numer- 
ous as the blessings will be. The women leaders will 
be strongly backed up by the men folks, as husbands, 
fathers, sons and brothers, are a unit in wishing the 
battle to begin.

The picture used in the heading above was sent us by 
Fr. Peter Coenen, “the genial Dutchman who speaks 
with an Irish brogue,” so that Readers of THE Lamp 
can visualize what we may call the externals of his 
great missionary labors among the poor natives in Nan- 
gina—labors which have called for unceasing efforts for 
years on the part of Father Coenen and which might 
in all probability have had to continue for years to 
come had not our Readers and other friends in Amer- 
ica generously helped with their contributions in the 
building of the little church and residence dedicated 
to the Canadian Martyrs. With the addition of a 
small dispensary and a home for the Ursuline Sisters 
to be erected to the left of the church, Father Coenen 
feels that he will have put the crowning achievement 
to his work at Nangina, and he places his greatest 
hopes for its accomplishment on the sustaining gen- 
erosity of his American friends. The good priest is 
not unmindful of 
the difficult prob- 
lem he has to solve 
in these days of 
financial stress 
everywhere, but he 
is inspired by the 
knowledge that “all 
things are possible 
to those who love 
God” and is there- 
fore confident that 
his “Nangina Vol- 
unteers” and other 
friends will see 
him through to a 
triumphant finish. 

It is unique, but 
perhaps not so re- 
markable that the 
poor heathens sur- 
rounding Nangina, 
knowing Fr. Coenen 
and his self-sacri- 
ficing labors on 
their behalf, have 
entered into the

spirit of his enterprise and have donated five square 
acres of land on which to build the dispensary and 
home for the Sisters. “These Sisters,” writes Father 
Coenen, “are absolutely necessary for the religious 
education of our numerous Christian children, but they 
are very badly wanted also for the bodily welfare of 
this whole district, in which up till now there is no 
hospital in existence. 

“The Christian spirit of self-denial of our Sister- 
hood alone is able to do something here for suffering 
humanity in a country where there is so much sleep- 
ing sickness and leprosy and an infant mortality of 
at least seventy-five per cent.” 

It is hardly possible that the needed funds will not 
be forthcoming now that it is known that the erection 
of the dispensary and the home for the Sisters, both 
so urgently needed, will be, so to say, the placing of 
the capstone on Nangina as a center from which will 
radiate for hun- 
dreds of miles 
around the light of 
the Catholic Faith, 
a light shining in 
the darkness of 
heathenism. 

Coenen 
himself says, 
“many small gifts 
make a grand 
total,” so therefore,

For some time the poor Sisters of the Precious Blood 
in Havana, Cuba, have been experiencing one trial 
after another—a succession of what to them in their 
dire poverty must be considered real calamities. Just 
recently the ceiling in their little chapel started to 
break up and is now in such an unsafe condition that 
the poor Sisters are in real danger of being injured. It 
will cost at least $500.00 for the material and labor to 
put in a new ceiling, but there is not even enough funds 
on hand to pay a small bill four months due for the 
gas used in cooking the slender meals for the Com- 
munity. In the extremity of their desperate need the 
poor Sisters seem to feel that next to the Providence 
of God they can only look to the Readers of THE Lamp 
to assist them as there is practically no help to be had 
locally on account of the Communistic rule prevailing 
in Havana at present. As the Mother Superior writes: 
“If only each of the subscribers of THE Lamp would 
make a little sacrifice of some pleasure and would send 
us an offering to repair the Temple of Jesus, it will 
bring its reward an hundred fold from the Divine 
Master Who never can be outdone in generosity.” 

We sincerely hope the plight of the Sisters of the 
Precious Blood will stir the interest and pity of hun- 
dreds of our Readers so that besides the amount 
tequired for the immediate need of repairing the 
Chapel ceiling, there will be a substantial residuum 
to help the Sisters out of the financial morass in which 
they are at present.

Epitor’s Note: We are glad to publish the following 
letter received from a member of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost who is very devoted to the foreign 
missions. We will be glad to receive any contributions 
for this poor student’s support addressed to the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost, or we will supply his address in 
India upon request. 


“There is in India a poor seminarian who wants to 
become a priest. He is very poor, and his family 
(parents) are both ill, and threatened with ejection 
from their poor home by their pagan neighbors: In 
order to attain his ambition he must have the sum of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars, and I am enclos- 
ing fifty to help him. I wonder if some readers of 
THe Lamp will be good enough to send him a little 
so that the Babe of Bethlehem may have another ser- 
vant to serve Him.” 


The series of earthquakes which occurred late in 
October and early in November creating widespread 
apprehension all through the eastern section of the 
United States caused real havoc in the diocese of 
Helena where the damage to hospitals, orphanage, 
Cathedral and other institutions under Catholic con- 
trol was close to $750,000. Most Rev. Ralph L. Hayes, 
former Bishop of Helena who was on his way to as- 
sume his new duties as Rector of the American College 
in Rome when the series of earthquakes struck the 
diocese he was leaving, issued a letter to members of 
the Hierarchy in the United States appealing for aid 
to the diocese. 

“In this dire necessity,” he wrote, “I appeal to Your 
Excellency. Will you, in your charity, permit that our 
disaster be made known to your priests and people, 
and that your Pastors be directed by Your Exceilency 
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to take up a collection in their churches for the relief 
of the Church of Helena in its hour of affliction?” 
American Catholics were not slow to respond, but 
the need is still great and it is to be hoped that finan- 
cial aid will continue until the visual ravages of the 
earthquake have been obliterated completely. Aside 
from the duty of charity and the loyalty we owe to 
our fellow Catholics is distress wherever they be, the 
trials of our people in Montana must appeal to our 
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sympathy with greater force because, geographically, 
the diocese is almost in the center of our country and 
its people are our people. Besides the great assistance 
financial aid at this time will give to our Catholic 
people in Helena, it will also be a fine, gesture of good 
will to the new Bishop just appointed, Most Rev. Dr. 
Gilmore, in the many difficult problems he has to 
meet.

All through the period of the depression the Rock-
